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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the section 1 12(1 ) rejections except for the rejection over 
daim 12. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection under 1 12(1 ) is maintained 
because the only disclosure of the fluoresin and the silicone rubber layer is where each of these components has the thickness disclosed 
in the specification and discussed in the last Office action. There is no more general disclosure of these components nor any indication 
that applicants had possession of these layers with any thickness. This is not the situation where the Examiner is attempting to limit 
applicants to a preferred embodiment. The specification limits these materials to the only embodiment disclosed. 
With respect to the rejections under 112(1) and 101, applicants' recent remarks cannot be agreed with because in the response filed 4 
August 2005 applicants attempted to define over the previously applied art based on the manner in which the apparatus is used with the 
developer (see response of 8/4/05 p. 8, underlined portion at lines 11-12, page 9, lines 15-18, page 11, lines 1-10). It is apparent from 
these passages that applicants are limiting the apparatus by the manner in which it uses the developer. The developer would otherwise 
not provide a patentable limitation to the claims for the reasons given in the first Office action noting MPEP 21 14 and 21 15. Whatever 
this "use" is (and this "use" remains indefinite), it provides accoridng to applicants' remarks the defining limitation over the art. The 
claims interpreted as asserted in the August 2005 response are limited by the manner in which the apparatus uses the developer. 
Clearly a process and an apparatus are being simultaneously claimed. The rejections under 1 12(2) and 101 are maintained.. 
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
